The percentage of Americans 30 and 
younger who harbor some doubts about 
God’s existence appears to be growing 
quickly, according to a recent Pew Re- 
search Center survey. While most young 
Americans— 68 percent—told Pew they 
never doubt God’s existence, that’s a 
15-point drop in just five years. 

In 2007, 83 percent of American Millen- 
nials said they never doubted God’s exis- 
tence. More young people are expressing 
doubts about God now than at any time 
since Pew started asking the question a 
decade ago. Thirty-one percent disagreed 
with the statement “I never doubt the ex- 
istence of God,” double the number who 
disagreed with it in 2007. 

When asked about doubts of God, 
no other generation showed a change of 
more than 2 percent in the past five years.

“Research on gen- 
erational patterns shows that this is not 
merely a lifecycle effect. 

The Millennial generation is far less 
religious than were other preceding 
generations when they were the 
same age years ago.” The findings 
are part of Pew’s 2012 American 
Values Survey, which touches 
on issues including political 
partisanship, gay marriage 
and abortion.

Groupon deal: 
Ride the CTA!

CTA officials could hardly jump fast enough at 
the tantalizing offer from discount deal-maker 
Groupon to take 250,000, and potentially a 
half-million, of the transit agency’s slow-selling 
three-day passes off its hands for almost $2 
million. 

The passes are targeted to attract tourists 
and infrequent CTA riders to buses and trains, 
at least to try the service, if not to become re- 
peat customers. 

But the CTA sold only about 635,000 of 
the unlimited-ride three-day passes in all of 


2ou1, officials on Wednesday told the tran- 
sit agency’s board, which rubber-stamped an 
ordinance approving the deal with Groupon 
that was announced earlier in the day by the 
mayor’s office. 

The cash-strapped CTA will pocket 
$1,882,000 from Groupon for 250,000 passes, 
with an option for Groupon to purchase an ad- 
ditional 250,000 passes within a year for the 
same price, which breaks down to $7.53 whole- 
sale for each three-day pass. Groupon will own 
the passes and offer them to its online mem- 
bers for $9, instead of the standard $14. 


CTA tests the batteries on all-electric buses

The CTA’s board on Wednesday approved 
the purchase of two all-electric buses for a 
test expected to begin in late 2013. 

Using a federal grant, the CTA awarded 
a $2.5 million contract to bus manufacturer 
New Flyer for two all-electric buses. The 
CTA fleet currently is made up of diesel and 
hybrid diesel-electric buses. 


The test is the first of its kind by a large 
public transit agency in the Midwest, offi- 
cials said. 

It will determine how well the buses han- 
dle extreme high and low temperatures un- 
der heavy passenger loads. 

The plug-in buses are capable of travel- 
ing up to 100 miles between charges, CTA 
spokesman Brian Steele said.

Witness: Sandusky 
threatened me 


BELLEFONTE, Pa. Three accusers testi- 

fied Wednesday that Jerry Sandusky sex- 
ually assaulted them, often offering up football 
tickets, gifts and attention in a bid to win their 
trust. One said he was told he’d never see his 
family again if he said anything. 

The accusers spoke with conviction to ju- 
rors at the former Penn State assistant football 
coach’s sex abuse trial, yet they also grappled 
with trying emotional circumstances as they 
recalled events that took place years earlier. 

One man, now 25, said Sandusky pinned him 
down and performed oral sex on him, threat- 
ened to keep him from seeing his family if he 
reported what happened and then later told 
him he loved him. 

The man, called Victim 1o by prosecutors, 
told jurors that Sandusky assaulted him in the 


basement of the ex-coach’s State College home 
in the late 1990s. The witness was in foster care 
at the time and occasionally stayed over at the 
Sandusky home. 

“He told me that if I ever told anyone that 
I'd never see my family again,” the accuser testi- 
fied. 

Later, Sandusky offered a more conciliatory 
tone. 

“He apologized for saying that,” the witness 
said. “He told me he didn’t mean it and that he 
loved me.” 

Sandusky is on trial on 52 criminal counts in- 
volving alleged assaults against 10 boys over a 
15-year span. 

Sandusky, 68, has denied the allegations. His 
attorneys have suggested his accusers have fi- 
nancial motivations for coming forward.

When did we start taking pictures of our 
food? On a base level, taking photos of our 
food is a visual reminder that will trigger taste 
and olfactory memories down the road. Now, 
apps and social media sites such as Instagram 
and Pinterest have turned food photography 
into high art. 

Which begs another question: What do 
chefs think about cameras in restaurants? 

The chefs we spoke to view photography in 
restaurants as the new normal, and brief an- 
noyances from a camera flash are outweighed 
by the powerful word-of-mouth effect. 

Because most food shots find their way 
onto social networking sites, many chefs call 
it the best type of free advertisement. 

“It’s priceless,” was how chef Johnny Besh 
of Evanston’s Bistro Bordeaux described it. “I 
used to work at L2O, and there was a lot of 
photography happening there. You’d think a 
place that’s super fine dining and formal, their 
approach would be to refrain flash photogra- 


ing food pics?

phy. Actually, we strongly encouraged it, be- 
cause the food was so beautiful.” 

Said GT Fish & Oyster’s Giuseppe Tentori: 
“To be honest, it’s kind of flattering, because 
they appreciate what we do. They wouldn’t 
post a picture of something they didn’t like.” 

Only once did Tentori tell a customer to stop 
taking photos. “There were a group of tourists 
going to all the Michelin-starred restaurants. 
They came to Boka and were taking too many 
flash pictures. I had to ask them to stop, but 
only because a customer asked me to.” 

Marty Fosse, who runs three restaurants in 
Andersonville including Anteprima, says he 
only gets annoyed with restaurant photogra- 
phy if it’s at the expense of food getting cold. 

“But things have changed so much,” Fosse 
said. “It’s such a common practice to see peo- 
ple shooting food, we’re really used to that 
now. Anyone who’s taking pictures in food has 
an interest in food.” 

The lesson here reflects most other things 
in life: Moderation is the key.

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Dietary cleanses: Are they safe or starvation?

To the rational mind, the notion of willingly 
depriving oneself of food for days on end 
seems illogical, at best. Basic biology, after 
all, dictates that calories are necessary to sus- 
tain everyday functioning and that low levels 
of, say, iron or potassium could throw off our 
physical health, possibly even dangerously so. 

And yet, even the most practical among us 
are trying extreme dietary cleanses. Some- 
where along the line, we bought into the idea 
that our bodies harbor toxins that need flush- 
ing out or that dropping weight via an all-liq- 
uid diet is somehow medically sound. 

So how have these regimens become so 
popular? What’s so enticing about them? And 
do they actually do any good? 


Kinds of cleanses 

For anyone looking to embark on a cleanse, 
there’s no shortage of options: juice fasts, 
water fasts, lemonade diets. A company 
called BluePrint Cleanse, for instance, sells 
three to 10 days’ worth of juices made from 
ingredients such as kale, cashew nuts, apples 
and pineapples. Another, Ritual Cleanse, fol- 
lows a similar program of organic raw juice, 
promising on its website potential benefits 


that include mental clar- 
ity, weight loss and 
increased sex drive. 
For the star- 
struck among 
us, there are 
celebrity- 
endorsed 
cleanses. 
Gwyneth 
Paltrow, 
the incur- 
ably buoyant 
actress and 
mother of two, 
swears by the 
Clean Program, 
a 21-day eating plan 
consisting of a shake 
for breakfast and dinner, 
and a light lunch. Salma Hayek co- 
founded the Cooler Cleanse, a program that 
professes on its website: “Consuming only 
liquids for a few days frees energy in the body, 
which can then return to the essential jobs of 
deep inner cleansing and healing.” 
And then there’s the Master Cleanse, 
which tells users to ingest only a mixture of 


water, lemons, cayenne 
pepper and maple syrup 
up to six times a day 
for 10 days. 


P, What the 
pros say 
So is there any- 
thing healthy 
about a dietary 
cleanse? Dr. 
Adrienne 
Youdim, the 
medical director 
of the Weight 
Loss Center at 
Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center in L.A., doesn’t 
think so. 
To begin with, she says, our 
bodies are equipped with everything 
they need to rid themselves of bacteria, 
chemicals or viruses. 

“The body actually has a very intricate way 
of detoxing on its own,” she says. “Our liver is 
designed to clear toxins out of the body. Our 
kidneys are designed to clear toxins out of 
the body. Our gastrointestinal tract itself has 


mechanisms to clear toxins from the body. 
There really isn’t any reputable science to 
suggest that there is any health benefit” to 
cleanses. 

As for the weight loss promised by a week 
of liquid dieting, Youdim notes that any 
poundage shed on a cleanse is likely to be 
temporary. What’s more, she adds, cleanses 
done repeatedly might actually cause the 
practitioner to gain weight in the long run. 


So why do it? 

The question remains, then, as to whether 
cleansers know that there isn’t much science 
behind their diets and do them anyway, don’t 
know about the lack of science at all or sim- 
ply don’t care about the science. 

In an essay for the website Thought 
Catalog, editor Ryan O’Connell describes his 
attempt at the Ritual Cleanse. He decided 
to try the juice fast, he says, after reading 
another writer’s account of it. But O’Connell, 
25, harbored no illusions about the health 
benefits of the cleanse. 

“Let’s not get it twisted—it’s total crap,” 
he said. “It’s starvation nation. It was more 
of a personal goal, like, ‘Let me see if I can do 
this.’”
